ay dear for it, 'when. put to buy it with So-. 
citation. To be liberal on all good Occa- 
ſions, is your Duty ; and may of Right and 

Juſtice. be required of. you.. For your En-- 
courage- 
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couragement, God -is pleaſed to ſtile them 
Gifts and Loans,which he engages to requite, 
But they are Rent, Tributes, Debts ; upon 
the due Payment of which . you hold your 
Poſſeſſions : and upon the neglect, or ngn- 

ayment, you forfeit your Right to them. 
When there's any good Occaſion offered for 
your Bounty, that's the Time of paying your 
Rent, your Tribute ; and God requires it of 


you. Indeed, the Help we afford any man 


1s given to our own Fleſh: And *tis the com- 
mon Intereſt of all Mankind to unite all 
their Endeavours in chaſing away the Trou- 
bles and Diſcomforts of Humane Life : To 
remove the Thorns and Briers that are upon 
the Face of the Earth, and to turn it into a 


Paradiſe. And, think not a few Scraps will . 


ſerve the Poor, while you heap up for your 
Children, and fare deliciouſly every day. 
Ir's part of a good Steward, to ſee all in the 
Family liberally provided for: He's a Nig- 
gard to himſelf, that ſcants his Beneficence to 
thoſe, whoſe very cold Water ſhall not go 


- unrewarded. He that ſows ſparingly ſhall 


reap ſparingly. "Tis baſely ſordid, not to 
remember-h:s Servants, by more than a mean 
Diſtribution, who loads 'us daily with his, 
Benefits; With what meaſure you mete, it ſhall 
be meaſured to you.again, Inconſiderate men, 
that let fall only a few drops of Charity upon 
famiſhed Poverty : God gives them Hun- 
dreds 
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dreds by the year, and they carry ſingle 


Pence in their Pockets, or Farthings to buy 
off the Clamours of Conſcience, or to be 
ſeen of Men, Hypocritical Alms is gilded 
Coin, and ſhall be nailed to the Poſt of Deri- 
ſion, and pronounced baſe in the Day of 
Judgment, by him who values our Aﬀettions 
more than Gifts. The Common Friend, as 
well as Father of all Men, is not fo partial to 
provide Pomps and Luxuries for ſome, while 
he leaves others deſtitute of the neceſſary 
ſupports of life. Though he hath not diſpen- 
ſed ſo immediately tothe Poor, he givesthem 
Bills of Aſſignment upon the Plenty of the 
Rich; a Right to be ſupply*d by them: And 
it's much better to want, than with hold from 
the Owner. This Honour and Happineſs is 
not every one's, to have God his Debtor, who 
faich to every Gharitable Perſon, 1f that Poor 
Man or Woman owe thee an) thing, ſet it on m 
Account, I have writ it with mine own Hand ; 
He that hath pity upon the Poor lendeth anto the 
Lord (1). 1 will repay it. When 
we are dead and gone, our (1) Pr. 19, 17. 
Poſterity gather wealth buried S 
in the ground of Piety, or caſt upon the Wa- 
ter of Adverſity. Alms never waſted any 
man's Eſtate to himſelf or his, but encreafed 
and ſecured it. I never met with affy that 
could fay he was the Poorer, nay, not the 
Richer for it ;| but that, ſuch a 
[KG 
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like our Saviour's Loaves among the four 
Thoufand, leaves behind them more Baskets 
of Fragments for their Heirs to give away, 
than their Principal was in quantity, which 
the Father ſo expended. Do good to your 
ſelves, ( faith the Italian Proverb) *cwill be 
better for you to have the Poor follow your 
dead Corps with their Acknowledgments of 
your Charity, than to have the Town talk, 
that you left Thouſands behind you in your 
Cheſt. A Gift to the Poor, is a Loan to a 
fure Pay-Maſter, a Child*s Portion put into 
God's Hand to keep for it; He will enquire 
for your Children, that he may ſhew Kind- 
nefs to them for your ſake. 

O their cruel Hard-heartedneſs, that will 
rather ſuffer the Temple of God to bernined, 
than pgooes by neceſiary Portions It 
ſhall be eer-long upbraided w them by their 
Fudge, that himſelf was hungry, and they 

ve him no meat, who gave his Body and 

to feed them, and quench their Thirſt : 
Denied a Rag to cover bis Nakedneſs, who 
would have cloathed their Souls with the 
Robe of his Righteouſheſs, that y might 
not benaked i» that Day. This is it he takes 


ſo tenderly, that his Brethren, for whom he 


died, whom he lodges in his Boſome, the 
Partiiers 


of his Spirit, and Coheirs of his In» 
heritance, ſhould be denied Relief, and ſuf- 
fered to go away aſhamed, unpitied. It's a

Through 
Fortitude, and Bravery of Spirit, undergone 
wracking Tortures, with Conſtancy and Se- 
dateneſs; for Praiſe, Dignity, Decency of 
Demeanour, Stoutneſs of Reſolution : By 
preſenting to their minds Noble precedents; 
Taking heed of doing any thing to be repen- 
red of, diſhonourable, low ſpirited, unman- 
ly, unbecoming their Patience, their Gallan- 
try of Mind ; whereby they not only put a 
Check upon tkemſelves, and reſtrained their 
Spirits; bur even alleviated the very . Pain 
it ſelf. Accounting nothing evil, but what 
was baſe and vitious; and him, a wiſe, cou- 
ragious, valliant Man, who was conſtantly 
compoſed ; undervaluing all the Contingen-
